DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 8-11 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to claims 8-11, the prior art does not disclose an image pickup apparatus with 
the combination of limitations specified in the claimed invention, specifically the limitations of: 
wherein said chassis comprises first bent portions positioned at opposing ends of 
said chassis, fixed to the front and rear covers of the exterior member by a plurality of 
fixing members formed on the first bent portions in order to fix said chassis to said 
exterior member, and a second bent portion formed between the first bent portions, and 
wherein said second bent portion is formed in an area other than an area between said 
lens barrel and said image display unit., as stated in claim 8.
